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CMA DRAWS OVER 100,000 IN MARCH, MARKING 
SECOND HIGHEST MONTHLY ATTENDANCE IN MUSEUM HISTORY 

(CLEVELAND, OH) Director Robert P. Bergman announced today that the 
Cleveland Museum of Art last month recorded its second highest monthly attendance 
in the museum’s 79-year history. Attendance for the month of March was 102,340. 
The figure for one month also represents only the second time that the museum has 
ever surpassed the 100,000 mark. 

Now in its final weeks, the current exhibition Pharaohs: Treasures of Egyptian Art 
from the Louvre accounted for 67,754 of the monthly total. The special exhibition, 
which closes April 14, has drawn 93,988 as of Sunday, March 31. 

The highest attendance for a single month occurred in February of 1 987 when the 
Courtauld exhibition of impressionist art helped to draw l 17,597 people to the 
museum. Since then, monthly visitation has twice come close to surpassing the six 
figure mark, both times during the 75th anniversary year of 1992. The museum drew 
97,891 in April during the final weeks of Picasso and Things, and 99,253 in 
September with the conclusion of Egypt’s Dazzling Sun. 

For the final two week of Pharaohs, the museum is advising people to avoid the peak 
hours of 1 :00 p.m. to 3:00 p.m. on Saturdays and Sundays. Ideal attendance times are 
on any weekday after 1 p.m., and on Wednesday and Friday evenings 5 p.m. to 9 p.m. 
Advance tickets are recommended for all weekend hours. Timed tickets can be 
purchased through Advantix at 241-6000 and at the CMA box office during exhibition 
hours. 
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
